\<DQRO Or ſo Chriſt called even him who wanted the Yed- 
fs ding Garment of pure and un-ſpotted Love, as 
Y -doubrleſſe you doe; I wonder that you ſhould 
write thus as you doe unto me: For though my 
yz name be Highway, yet, 1hope, you never heard that 
it was my practiſe or judgement to make our ſe]ves 
as common as the High-way, by bodily proſtitution; a wickednels, 

which, through Gods grace, I have abhorred from my childhood. 
I cannot ſend you that Book which you deſire if 1 would, for all 
of that kinde, thanks be to God for it, are juſtly damned to the fire 
by the hand of Supream Authority : Nor would ] furniſh you with 
it, if I could, leſt it ſhould adde fewell to your luſtfull fame. T he 
Book carries the Indication of what it is, and its own condemna- 
tion, in the very fore-front ; for there can be notrue juſtification 
or vindication of the Mad Crue, no, not in that ſenſe whereia 
wicked 7ernſalem juſtified her ſiſter Sodeme, Exck,16. Therefore 
I have rather choſen here to ſend you, firſt, an Antidote or _ 
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Body , the late A& of Parliament made againſt all ſuch Errors, 
Rlaſebemies, and Wickedneſs, as is found among you ; and then 
a Preſervative alſo for your Soul. The Candle that God hath 
been pleaſed to light in my heart, 1 mult not hide under a Buſbcl 
(you know what ! mean) bur rather ſet it up in the Candle-ſtick of 
his Church, that it may give light to all that are in the houſe, Jar. 
5. I | 

There are, 1 contefle, fome ſuppoſed Mad men ſpoken of in the 
Scriptures , and ranked not only among the Saints, but numbred 
with the Apoſtles and Prophets, but 1 am well afſured that they 
were no Ranters : Such an one was that Prophet, or Son of the 
Prophets, who was (ent to anoint 7chu King, 2 King. 9.12. who, 
by one not ſo well in his wits as the Prophet was at that time, was 
termed a mad fellow , and yer was afterwards juſtified to be well 
enough in his ſenſes, in that he followed the new King , and con- 
firmed the Prophets Meſlage. * Such another Mad man was 7ere- 
miah reputed to be by Shemajah the Nebelemite that is the Dreamer, 
fer.29. 25,26,27. but the madnefle was found in himſelfe,when he 
eauſed, nor only himſelfe, but his poſterity to be cut off for his re- 
bellions, 2c/.32. In like manner St. Pax/ was charged with mad- 
neſſe through too much learning, by Feſtus the Roman Deputy, 
even then when he ſpakethe words of Sobriety and Truth : yea, 
our Saviour himſelfe eſcap'd not this imputation, for obs 10.20. 
Many ſaid of him, he hath a Devil and « mad. 

Beſides theſe ſuppoſed Mad men, we finde in Holy Writ three 
ſorts of men that were charged with madneſſe. The firlt, are ſuch 
as were enforced on the ſodain to counterfeir themſelves to be no 
better, for deliverance from preſent but undeſerved danger : thus 
did David once, 1 Sam. 21.1 3, 14- but this is no excuſe for your 
Coppe and Captain to feigne himſelfe diſtracted when the Magi- 
{rate called him to an account for his horrid Blaſphemies ; hee 
ſhould rather have confeſſed his former madneſle , and have re- 
trated whar he had ſpoken and written in that kinde, for the re- 
ducing of tnoſe whom he had ſeduced heretofore, or might poſſibly 
corrupt hereafter, and ſo have teſtified his repentance to the whole 
World, if he beaſhamed of what he hath ſaid and done. Bur thus 
I ſeeyou will verifie and fulfill che title which you have erſt given 
your ſelves; you will firſt or laft profeſſe your' ſelves to be a mad 
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Crevv, vvhen danger may accrew unto you therebv. Yea, fomeof © * 


your Fraternity , through a vviſe hand of Divine ſeverity.; have 
been ſtruck with corporall madnefle , ani have ended their dayes 
in extream rage and fury. Wherefore , you that yetenjoy your 
Senies, bur $1ve your ielves to all tenſuality, ſhould do vrell to fo:- 
ſake your ſpirituall Lunacie,vvbile your vnderſtzndings and memo- 


ries remain vyhole and un-broken in you, and to apply your hearts - 


to the true Wiidome which hes in the fear of God, the faith of 
Chriſt, and the love of tlie Holy Ghoſt : for if you become once 
totally bereft of your intellectuals, you are paſt al! ſpiritual!) cure. 
The ſecond fort of Mad men preſented unto us in the Holx 
Word -of God, are ſech as were corporally mad and Lunatick, 
and eſpecially through an unclean ſpirit poſſefiing them. £Euch an 
one was that aitlicted Son of an affectionate and belie;ing Father, 
Mat.17.14,15,5c. This young man was one while caſt into the fire 
ro be conſumed; and lomtimes thrown into the water to be therein 
drowned : Which ſers forth Satans rwo generall and uſuall ways of 
deſtroying mens ſouls. For either, if they be carnall , he ſeekes to 
drown them inthe cares and luſts of the ſenſuall World, which are 
as vvater, tO qverthrow all defires and inclinations to God and 
heavenly things, and thus he endeavours to overwhelme your crew 
among others: ' or elſe, by avvakening Anger, Wrath, Malice, 
Revenge, or at the belt, a bloudy minded Zeal, he attempts to con- 
ſume men both here inthis life, and to torment their ſouls eternally 
hereafter. But ſince this kind of Lunatick Spirit goes not cut but 
by Faſting and Prayer, AZar.r7.20. look to it, that by tlic ſpeecy 
and diligent ule of both, you ſcek a cure and deliverance in Chriſt. 
Howbeit, che true Iirael or God, who are of a clean heart, have 
ſure promites to be kept from both theſe diſtractive ways, //a. 43. 
1,2. But now,thus ſaith the L ord, that created thee O { cab, and he that 
formed thee O 1ſratl, fear not, for 1 have redeemed thee , 1 have called 
thee by thy name, thur art mine : When thou paſſeſt through the Watcrs, 
1 will begguth thee, and through the Riters, they ſrall nut vverflow thee : 
hex thou walkgſt through the fire, thou ſhalt nut be burnt , neutker ſhall 
the flame kinale upon thee. Another of theſe Lunaticks we finde in 
the fifth Chap. of St. Marks Goſpel,” and a lively reſemblaiace of 
your crew, for as he was poſſeſſed, not with a ſingle Devill, but a 
- Legion of unclean ſpirits, ſo 1 fegr are you , and as no mancould 
tame 
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tame him, fo it is with you. As he brake the fetters and chains 
wherewith he was bound , ſo you break through all humane and 
Divine Laws. As he plucked off his clothes, ſo you affect both 
corporall and fp'rituall nakedneſs. Finally, as he affeted unclean 
places, and lodged among the dead mens I'ombs, fo do you aflo- 
ciate your ſelves with the unclean, ſuch as are dead in trefpaſſes and 
iins, yea, I feare with lome of them who are twice' dead and 
p:ucked up by the roots. But it there be any among you (as | hope 
chere are ſome) who have not tinned that fin unto death, 1 0.5.16, 
17. by entertaining the unclean ſpirit again with ſeven more worle 
then himſelfe, after he was once by a temporary faith and repen- 
tance departed our of you, A1zt.i 2.4 +,44,45- let them with this 
Lunatick, come tothe Lord jeſus, and worthip him in all humility, 
that ſo he may caſt out this wicked Legion, and ſend them in their 
right ſenſes, to praife that God which hach done fo great things for 
them. 

Thethird and laſt ſort of mad men are thoſe which are ſpirituall 
phreneticks. £0 the prodigall ſon was once beſides himſelf, though 
afterwards, through affliction, want and miſery, he returned unto 
his wits, and remembring himſelfe, returned alſo unto his Father, 
as I wiſh you may doe. But thoſe which were mad againſt God 
and his people, and carryed with rage and fury againſt Chriſt and 
his Saints, in a way of perſecution, were yet more outragiouſly mad 
then the prodigall. Such an one vvas Pax! by his own confeflion, 
while he vvas a Sarl, At 26.11. And being exceedingly mad againſt 
them, 1 perſecuted them unto ſtrange Cities. Let ſome who are your 
enemies, and that juſtly, as to your lewd and vvicked life,look vvel 
unto it, that they be not tranſported with this kinde of madneſle 
againſt thoſe vvhich are vercuouſly minded, but of different judge- 
ments from them : thus Heſeah complains, Chap.9-7+ That the Pro- 
phet was a feol, and the ſpirituall man was mad, and that vvas one 
cauſe vvhy the dayes of viſitation vvere baſtned , the dayes of re- 
compence vvere at hand, as it precedes there in that verſe. 

Thus much of the feverail forts of Mad men ſet forth in the 
<criprures: novy you and your crevy follovv,who are wont to bring 
a mad crevv of reaſons, and thoſe not ſv much borrowed as ſtollen 
ut of the vvritten Word of God, for your juſtification of vvhich 
our practiſe, that may be truly verified vvhich St. Perer vvrites of 
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ſume, 2 Epiſt. 2 C hap. verſc16. In vvhich, (ro vvit St. Pals Epitt-; 
ſome things are hard to be underſtood, vvhich they thac are unlear- 
ned and unſtable, pervert or vvreſt as they do alfo the other Scrip- 
rures to their oyvn deſtruction. 

And therefore, becauſe it is not ſafe to leave a ſword or knife 
(though otherwiſe uſefull Inſtruments) in a mad mans hand, 1will 
endeavour to keepe ſo many of them as 1 can call:o minde, out of 
your reach or power, to pervert them as you have done , by vindi- 
cating them from your gloſle , ani reftoring them unto their true 
and genuine ſenie again. 

The firſt I meer withall is Ger. 3. where you make the eating of 
the Tree ofknowledge of good and evill, to be nothing but a louk- 
ing upon ſome things for evill ; as, theft, fornication, adultery, 
ſwearing, curling, blaſpheming , and the like, and a beholding of 
the contrary virtues for good ; as, juſt dealing, chaſticy, fearing an 
Oath, bleſſing our enemies, and the like. 

Bur by this your interpretation , all the Prophers and Apoſtles, 
yea, Chriſt himſelfe, had eaten of this Tree: for in all their Do- 
dGrine and y——_ they looked upon iniquity as very evill , and 
upon true holineſle and righteouineſſe as very good , and did ſer 
forth the ſame accordingly to be ſo eſteemed and looked upon 

us. However, it is evident that you Ranters have eaten of this 
forbidden fruit abundantly , in that yee are in your own eyes be- 
come as Gods, yea, above God, for he doth know ſome things for 
good asthey are, even all things he made and continue in their firſt 
Ordinance, and ſome other for evill , which are the marks of the 
Adverfarie or enemie , who hath ſowed tares in the field of the 
wheat. 

The ſecond Scripture by you perverted, is that of um. 23. 21. 
where it is ſaid , He hath not beheld iniquity in Jacob , my hath be 
ſeen perverſeneſs in 1ſracf : therefore God, ſay you, ſeeth no ſin in 
you : bur, doth not God ſee all things as they are ? Death he net 
ſearch the heart, and try the reynes, even to give unto every man according 
unto his wayes, and according unto the fruits of his duings ? He that plant- 
cd the Ear, ſhall he not hear ? and he that formed the Eye, ſhall net he ſee? 
and he that chaſt iſeth the Heathen, ſhall not he corre * he that teacheth 
man kyowledge, ſhall net he know ? Pſal.g4.9,10. It is true, that God 
findeth or ſeeth no ſach iniquity in his Iſrael or people , as in ſome 

others, 
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eties, wor is there ſuch perverſnzſle to be found amorg ther, as 


 ar2on9 thele that either remain in their firſt corrupt efare, or re- 
nie into a worſe. But ſhall not ( z0d finde iniquity ard pervert

viau 2 Yet there i5 an Iirael of God , who have fo purged our all 
conuption through che power and belp of Chriſt , that rhey know 
nothing by theintelves, 1 Cor-4 4. yea, Chriſt fo purifies them frorn 
all iniquity, that he leaves no ſpot or wrincle, or any fuch thing, 
Frbiſ.5.29,27- And of thele Þ:/aam propheſlcs, eſpecially thele, 
{a1 13%, 7 Ju the Lird bis Gel is with him, and the ſhout of a K Ing 15 a- 
mung th:nz: God brozuht him ont of «fg ypt. or ftraitneſs , and he hatt: 
es it were the boras of an Vnicorn, Cc. Numb.2 . 21,22, &c. 
A third place by you alledged, to prove that God dwels in dark- 
neffe, is that of 1 King. £.12. 2 Crr04-6.1. Then ſaid Salumon, the 
Lord bath (aig, 1 will dwell ia the thick, darkneſſe. But you ſhould ob- 
terve that $a/cmza ſpeakerh not there of the darkneſle of unrighte- 
oulneſle, or imquity : For, what fellowſhip hath righteouſneſs with wn- 
righreonſne(s ? and what communion hath light with darkyeſs ? and 
what concord hath Chriſt with Belial ? 2 Cor.6.14,15- Salomon there- 
fore alludes either to Gods/manner of deſcending upon Mount £i- 
aai,when he publiſhed che Law : as he appears in Lightning,Thun- 
der, Darkneſle, Tempeſt, and with Earth-quakes in his firſt Works, 
when he came to humble the refractory ſinner,and to convince him 
of his miſery, Heb. 12. 18,19,20,21. and ſpecially , as he will at 
length declare and manifeſt himſelfe againſt all his enemies , and 
the enemies of his people bethey inward or outward, when his ſer- 
vants pray and cry unto him, P/al.18.7,8,9,10,11,12,&c. Or elſe, 
the ſaid King hath reſpe& unto Chriſts manner of vvalking before 
the Camp of Iſrael, vvho vvent before them in the day timein a 
Pillar of Clouds, or in the dark ſhadovv of his Words, and Pro- 
pheſies, becauſe they conld in that their vveakneſle of faith , no 
more.endure the glorious brightneſſe of his heavenly day and 
clearneſſe, then vve can brooke the tranſcendent rayes and ſplendor 
of the Sun, vvithoutthe ſhelter and ſhadovv of the clouds in the 
upper region of the air. And this laſt conjecture is the more con- 
firmed, becaule in the nextVerſe Salomon ſaith, But 1 havebuilt an 
huuſe of kabitation for thee, and a place for thy dwelling, cc. oppoſing 
the houſe of reſt, not. only to the moving Tabernacle, but unto the 
vvalking and removing pillar. In 
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Inthe fourth place you make uſe of Nehemiahs curſing the | vice 
;arers of the Law, N chem. 1 3, to juſtifie your ſelves in your horrid 
way of curſing. Lut he did not curſe in fuch formes as you do, nor 
in any way of abſolute imprecation, but by denouncing the curſes 
written in the Law of loſes, againſt ſuch perſons as incurred thoſe 
curles by the ſins there accurſed . 

A fifth place by you produced, to prove that God worketh 2s 
well in works of darknefle and iniquity, as in righteouſneſſe and 
light, is that of Pſalm 1 29 12. The darkzeſſe and the light are both 
alike #+to thie. But this place ſpeaks of Gods Omnilciency, as 
verle 7,8,9,10 ſets forth Gods Omnipreſence or Ubiquity. For in 
the 11th.verſe the;Pſalmiſt pre-occupates an objection thus. If I ſay 
ſurely the darknefle ſhall cover me: even the darkneſle ſhall be 
light round about me. And then he adds, Verſe 1 2. 7ea, the dark- 
neſſe bideth net from thee, but the night ſhineth as the day : the darkneſſe 
and the light are both alike to thee : that is, they are alike manifeſt 
and known unto him, who ſeeth as cleerly in the darkeſt night as 
in the day time, though there be with him, and in his Kingdome. 
and ſpirituall people, no night at all, /aiah 19.20. Revel. 21.22 
Revel. 22.5. 

A fixt place by you both miſunderſtood and wickedly perverted, 
to the former purpole, is that of /ſaiah 42.16. where itis faid, I wil 
make darknefle light betore them, and crooked things firaight. - 
But what darknefle is it that the Lord there ſpeaks of ? it is not re- 
all and true darkneſle, unrighteouſneſſe or in1quity, but ſuppoſed 
errour and darkneſle, and ſuch as in the preſence of the true light 
will appear to be what is in it ſel*, truth, vertue, hight, and life. 

Thus got onely Pax/, but many of the fews in the time of: thei; 
ignorance and unbelief accounted the way of Chriſt robe hereſie, 
and conſequently errour and darknefle, ets 24-14. 7 hus many 
put evill for good, and good for evil, light for aarkyeſſe, and aarkne([e for 
light, 1]. 5.24 Now when God opensthe eyes of theie, rectizies 
rheir Judgements, and turns them unto him, then he fulfils ail that 
is here promiſed in this verſe. end 1 will bring the blind by 2 way 
»hich they know net, 1 wil lead them ia paths which they have nt haywn. 
1 will make darkneſſe light before them, and crooked things ſtraight. j be/, 
things will 1 do unto them,and will nat forſakg them . 

A ſeventh place by you miſ-placed in yvur own hearts, is tha 
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of 1ſaiah 45.7. where the Lord proving himſelf to be the onely 
Lord, and that there is no true God beſides him, Vere 6, he faith, 
Verie 7. 1 form the light az4create darkn ſſe,1 make peace, and create 
evil, 1 the Lord, as all theſe things. Whence you would infer, that 
God worketh as well in evill-and darkneſſe, as in good and peace. 
And if you underſtand the former words of the light of peace and 
proſperity, as well as of the darkneſſe of trouble and attiction, 
which is the evill of puniſhment, we muſt grant it to be true : For 
{o the latter ſentence doth explain the former, by way of exegelis 
and expoſition, ro avoyd miſtakes. But you plainly darken and 
corrupt the ſenſe of the place, and ſhew that there 1s little or no 
true light in you, if you here underſtand the ways and works of ſpi- 
rituall darkneſſe : For God creates no ſuch darkneſle, he cannot 
deny himſelf, nor work contrary unto himſelf, 2 Timothy 2.1 3. Vor 
as the Apoſtle ſpeaks, 1 7ohn 1.5,6. This then us the meſſage which \vr 
hve received from him,and do declare unto you, That God ts lsght , and i: 
him 1s no darkzeſſe at all: 1f we ſay we have fellowſhip with him and wale 
in darkyeſſe, we lye and do not the truth. Ruminate well upon this 
Text all yee Ranters. The Lord by creation brought light out of 
darknefle. 2 Cor. 4.6. but it was a different thing from the darkneſs, 
yea, quite contrary, and diametrically oppoſite thereunto,as dark- 
neſle alſo remaineth repugnant and contrary to that light for ever. 
The eighth place of Scripture by you produced to make the 
Lord the Authour and Founder of all evill, as well asof all good, 
is that which LZamert. 3.37, 38.ſpeaketh thus : ho is he that ſaith, 
and it commeth to paſſe, When the Lord commandeth it not? Out of the 
mouth of the moſt High proceedeth nit evill and good. But that evill is 
the fame thing, which Verſe 32 is called grief, and Verſe 33.is ter- 
med affliction, whereof diverſe kinds are named, Verſe 34,25,36. 
and conſequently the oppoſite good is all manner of welfare and 
bleſling, whether temporall or eternall. So that the working of 
the ſpirituall evill of fin and iniquity, which is the grear, if not the 
onely evill in his ſight (howſoever cuſtome and deluſion hath 
made ir good in your eyes and taſte) is farre from him. For 
io he ſpeaketh of that which he had expretly forbidden before by 
!'i5 Commandements, feromy 7.31, Which 1 commanded them not, nei- 

'her came it into my heart. 
A ninth place, which you would hale and pull co your wicked 
pur- 
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purpoſe, is that of Danic/ 9. 24, where it is ſaid, Seventy weeks are 
determined upon thy people, and upon thy Holy city, to finiſh 0: 
reſtrain tranſgreſſion, and to ſhut up, or make an end of fin, and 
to make reconciliation for iniquity, and to bring in everlaſtingrigl:- 
teouſneſie,&c. which place or prophecy you would have to be nov 
accompliſhed in you and others, by making darkneſle to be turned 
:3to light, and vice into vertue, and by confounding holineſle, and 
righreouſnefle, even that which comes ſrom heaven by helliſh <- 
normities. oy 

Bur you forget that thisis promiſed to *Danicls people, to the 
rue 1/7ce/, and Gods holy city, and not rg#he looſe and wicked, 
at the end of ſeventy weeks, which ſome reckon from the 
time of the prophecie to the ſuffering of Chriſt, but not withour # 
great miſtake. For Chriſt did not there finiſb-tranſgreſlion, make 
an end of fin, or bring in the everlaſting righaeouſneſſe generally. 
either to the Jews, or any ottrer people,as is here: /oretold and pro- 
miſed, though he then ſuffered the curie due for fin, fo that the 
time wherein all this ſhall be fulfilled, is yet to come, which yet as 
it is to be hoped, is notfar off. Secondly, according to your in- 
terpretation, God ſhould make an end of righteouſneſſe, finiſh 
that, andl ſeal it up, but bring in the everlaſting unrighteouſneſle, 
tranſpgreſſion and fin, if he confounds the, firſt with that, and 
through the beft, which work would be repugnant and contrary to 
all the promiſes, and prophecies of the Old and New Teſtament, 
Iſaiah 2.1,2,3, and Chap. 11.4,5,6,7,8, and Chap. 35-8,9,10, and 
Chap. 60.21. ferem. 31.31,32,33- Joel 3.17,&C.21, Zephaniah 3-17, 
Zechar. 17.1,7,7- 

In the tenth place to make Cod the Authour and worker of al! 
iniquity in us, you bring that Scripture, which is written, Amos 3-0: 
Shall there be evill in the City, and the Lord hath not done it ? Bur the 
Lord ſpeaks there of the evill of attiftion and puniſhment, and 
not of the evill of iniquity, as the context from the fourth \ erle 
declares, of which evill we read every where, as 2 Chron. 20.9. // 
where evill commeth upon us, as the ſword, judgment, peſtilence, ſamiae, 
Cc. feremie 4-6 1 will bring evill from theNorth,and great deſtruction: 

An eleventh text, vpon which your Copp or Ring-leader would 
ſeem to build his frame, and trom thence enrticles his book, A fly- 
ihg Row], otherwiſe to be termed a lying ſcrowl, is that fifth chap 
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ter of Zech.ric, where, in two ſeverall viſtons we finde that the 
Lord accounts not darkneſle for light, as light-headed Copp 
would have us do. For firſt,there 15 a curſe goes torth of ten cubirs 
broad, according to the whole latitude of iniquity forbidden in the 
ren Commandements, and of twenty cubits 19ng relating to the ten 
plagues, wherewirh the violation of theſe Commandements ſhall 
be puniſhed here, and the tenfold calamity, wherewith che ſaid re- 
bellions ſhall be plagued” hereafter. Yet vvill we grant that his 
Fying roll is no ſmall cuxſg, that goes abroad, for the ſeducing of 
wicked and perjur'd petions, who rob God of his inward houſe 
and honour, and have dealt unfaithfully in his Law or Covenant. 
The fecond viſion 1s of the Ephah,the unhappy veſſel or ſoul where 
wickedneſſe dwels, upon which a talent of lead, an heavy and in- 
ſupportable burthen of Gods wrath is caſt firſt or laſt. The two 
women with wings like thoſe of a Stork, who carry it away out of 
the land of //rael. are the true love of God, and the love of our 
neighbour as of our ſelves. And the land into which it is carried is 
Skinar,or the ſhewing and gnaſhing of mens teeth for envy againſt 
God and his people,in and among whom the two ſpirituall women 
aforeſaid have their dwelling. 

'Therwelvth place wretchedly diſtracted by another Ring leader 
of your mad crew, is that of Mar. 6.22, where it is ſaid, and- that 
moſt truly, the light of the body is the eye. If therefore thine eye 
ſhall be ſingle. thy whole body ſhall be full of light. The eye then 
of the ſoul is the lite or divine nature of C hriſt, obs 1.4. 1» bin Was 
life, and that life is the light of men. According to this life is Chriſt 
the light.ofthe World fo long and fo far forth, as he remains in 
them, 7ohn1.9.and 8.12, andg 5, and 12.36,46, of this light the 
Pfalmiſt ſpeaks, P/al. 26.9. For with thee is the fountain of - life, ana 
'n thy light we ſhall ſce light. This is that which the Apoſtle cals light 
inone Verſe, and the whole work or fruit of the Spiritin the next 
Verſe, Epheſ. 5.8,9, For yee were once darkyeſſe, but now yee are light 
1n the Lord, Walk as children of the light: For the fruit of the Spirit 5s 
41. all grodneſſe, and righteouſneſſe, and truth. He then that is full of 
theſe truits, is full of light, and hath a ſingle eye, and he onely. 
And on the contrary, he that is full of the oppoſite and contrar 
vices, in him dwels and rules the Prince of darkneſſe, yea, though, 
he may ſeem to have ſome knowledg of the Scriptures, and ability 

to 
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ro contend therewith, yet that wiſdome not being irom above i3 
darkneſle alſo. Fames 4.13,14,15,16, 17. Who is a wiſe man and ir - 
aucd with wiſdome amongst you * let bim ſhew out of 4 good converſcutiox 
his works with meckyeſſe of wiſdome. But if yee have bitter eavying and 
ſtrife in your hearts, glory xot, and lye net againſt the truth : this wil- 
dome deſcendeth net ſrum above, but is earthly, ſenſe and devilliſh. For 
where envying and ſtrife ts, there 1s conſuſion, and every evill work, But 
that wiſedome that 1; from above, is firſt pare, then peaceable, gentle, and 
caſie tobe entreated, frell of mercy and geod fruits, without partiality, and 
withont hypocrifie. And as we have here a twofold wiſedome fer 
forth, the one whereof is dark, devilliſh, aud from below, but the 
other true light and from above, ſp the Apoſtle Pax/ ſhews us 
what are the other works of darknefle, even all the works of- the 
feſh. Galar. 5.19, 20, 21. Where he placeth the fruits of the Spirit 
and the works of light hard by them; and ſers them in oppoſition, 
each againſt other in the ſame place. The like he doth as elfewhere 
ſo, Rem. 13. 10,11, 12+ Where your Ranting ways are rent in pie- 
ces, as manifeſt and abominable works of darkneſſe. The night 5s 
far ſpent, (to wit, with the true mortified Saints,) and the day i at 
hana, viz, : the true day of light and life ; Ler us therefore caſt off the 
workes of darkeneſſe and put in the Armarr of light let us walke hons jtly, 
as in the day, not in ſurfeting and drunkenneſſe, not in chambering and 
wantonneſs, (as you doe ; ) Nor in ſtrife andeavyins as ſome of the 
moderate Phariſees do. But pur you en the Lord }eſus, who 1s contrary 
to all theſe : to the looſe and licentious ones, i» riahteonſneſſe, ſobriety 
chaſtity, &c. And to the pretent Scribes and Phariſees, in their pride, 
ſtrife, and envying with his lowlineſle , love, and meekeneſſe, 
Math. 11 29.1 will, conclude this point, with the words of our <a- 
viour, Matth-6. 23. But if thine eye be evill, thy whole body ſal be 
Full of darkeneſſe. If therefore the light that is in thee be darkneſle, 
how great is that darkenefle > Yea that darkenefle is ſo much the 
oreater and harder to be diſcovered as darkeneſle where it abiderh, 
becauſe it.is looked upon as light, and ſo reputed. 

The thirtenth place by you moſt wicked wreſted,jis that of7ub.1c. 
11. Where our Saviour faith to Pilate, Thou coldeſt hate ns power at 
all againſt me except it were ginen thee from above. Which power, ſay 
you, was an evil, power,or a power to doevil ; Therefore,all power 
ro doe evil is from God. To this,l muſt anſwer you; That there is a 

mani- 
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i manifold power which iſſues or proceeds from God ; as firſt a 
ſpirituall power to doe good and fultill the will of God , of which 
the Apoſtle ſpeaks, Phil. 4-1 3. 7 can do all things through Chriſt, whs 
trengthrneth me. But of this our Lord Jeſus ſpeaketh not here Se- 
condly, there is a naturall power and ſtrength placed in every man 
by creation, and leftin his hand eicher to a& good or evill by it, 
!aving that the evill is by Gods prohibitions reſtrained, and the 
mood which the man ſhould do , made known unto him parcly by 
;nwar4 light, and partly by the outward Commandement ; ſothat 
in theſe regards man is not lett free to act as he will, butis under 
Divine order and reſtraint. Thirdly,there is a power of Authoriry 
and ſo there are no powers burghole vvhich are ordained of God, 
Rem. 12-1. Laſtly, there is a povver of Alliftance vvith vvhich 
Magiſtrates and Governours are utually armed and attended. Novy 
tis of the tvvo laſt vvhich Chrilt ſpeaketh,though his ſaying be true 
of all the other kindes of povver. Novv thoſe tvyo as alſo the na- 
rurall povver are good asthey proceed from God, but may by us 
be uſed and employed contrary to his Comandement,and intimared 
vvil,and ſo the evil is from our felves, and the ill governance or diſ- 
poſement of that povver. And this is your ating of uncleanneſſle 
and all mens perpetrations of evill and ungodly vvorkes originally 
from the counſell and inſtigation of the Devill, but mmetacel? 
from our ovvn default, choice, or confent. Indeed,if the Lord had 
given us commiſſion to do eviil vyhich he hath in no vviſe done, 
but ſtrictly and ſeverely forbidden the ſame, orif he had compelled 
us to doe evill by his abſolute and over-ruling povver, he might 
perhaps have been charged as he is by you to have been the Anthot 
and vvorker in our deeds of darkenefle. Bur far be it from us, to 
ſpeak, or thinke of things ſo injutious to God, and fo full of bla{- 
phemy and reproach againſt our founder, and therighteous Judge 
of the vvhole World. 

In the fovrteenth place, you abominably pervert that texr, A#: 
2.44, where it is ſai, that all rhey which believed were. together, 
and hada!l things common : 4s if both our perſons and eſtates 
ſhould be liable ro a common uſurpation, and proſtitution. But 
firſt, they were believers in Chriſt, of whom the Apoſtle ſpeaks: ſe- 
condly,they had every one his wife to avoyd fornication,1 Cor.7-2. 


and 107 other mens wives or any other women in common: thirdly 
they 


I; 

they did not invade one anothers eſtates at picaſure, nor were . 
their ovyn carvers therein, bur he that ſavy others to be in vvant; & 
had itto ſpare, brought his eſtate to the Apoſtles, and laid tr-dovvn 
at their feetto be dilpoled as they lavy good. eAts 2.45, and 4. 
24,2 5,26,37, And Deacons were appointed to h:lp them in that miniſtra- 
tion. eAtts 6.2,3,4,5,;6, that ſo none vvhich vvecre truly necellicous, 
and vvorthy to be holpen aight be neglected. ; 

Unto the fifteenth perverted text of Acts 17. 28, where it is faid 
that in him, that is in God, we live aud move ana ave our being, vve 
need not give you any further atiſvver than vve haye done to the 
foregoing Scripture. Thereis a threefold being found in man che 
firſtis natural or given us by creation,and this is of and from God; 
the ſecond, is a being in fin and corruption, and this. vvas /noti;deri- 
ved from Ged, but from our ſelves, and our vvicked parents, and 
eſpecially from our Father the devill; and the third isa nevv fpiri- 
ruall being, in light and vviſdome, povver, righteouſneſle, lite; and 
joy, and thisis from God alone. And as God is the Auzhour of all 
the good vve do by vertue of our*firſt and: third being, life ard 
povver, ſg all the evill that vve petpetrate through the- fecond, vve 
muſt charge upon our ſelves, as co-operators vvith the devill, and 
ſo much the more muſt that guilt lye upon us, as there is help to be 
had in Chriſt both plentifully and freely there againſt, vve vyould 
carneſtly and timely ſeek the ſame. So true is that: diſtin&tion atid 
diſtribution vvhich the Lord himſelf doth in this caſe uſe Hoſea 13. 
9. 0 1ſrael, thin haſt deſtroyed thy ſelf, but thine help is in me. 

The ſixteenth text, vvhich you corrupt vvith your unhallovved 
Sloſle to colour your corruptions,is that of Rim: 14.14, 1 know, and 
am perſwaded by the Lord feſus, that there is nething unclean of it ſelf, 
but to him that eftcemeth it unclean, to him it is nnclean; vvhence you 
vvould conclude, that neither fornication, adultery, nor any other 
fin forbidden in the vvord of G9, is unclean unto any man, but to 
him that ſo eſteemerh it ; Burt firſt it is clear out of the context, that 
the Apoſtle ſpeakes of meats and drinks, vvhereot tome by the Levi- 
call lavy vvere made unlavvfull and uncleane for a time,as vve may 
read at largeinthe 11 chap. of Leviticus and the 14 chap. of Dexter- 
nzomy,as alſo of things offered unto Idols, yet ſold aftervvards jn the 
Shambles, vvhich ſome feared co eat. Bur this difference the Loxd 
hath now taken avvay by the Goſpel, as the Apoſtle ſpeaks, 1 Tim. 
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4-4, 5+ For every creature of God is good, and nothing to be reſuſed, if it be 
received with thanksgiving, tor it is ſanctified þy the Word ot God 
and prayer. Yet there were ſome believers in Chriſt ofthe Jewiſh 
nation, who by reaſon of che old Leviticall law did yet make con- 
'cience of cating meats char were formerly forbidden, and held ſuch, 
tor unlawfulil and unclean, though orhers more enlightened did 
with the Apoſtle hiniſelf, bold theſe things as clean and of layyfull 
uſe. Ir is then ofthele rhings, and to thete perſons, that the Apov- 
ite ſpeaketh, and nor of any fin or unrighceouſneſle forbidden in 
the morall lavv. For doth not the Apoſtle call fornication and 
adultery, uncleanefle. Zphe/;5. 2,4, 5, and, 1 Theſſ. 3-8 yea is not all 
unriphteouſneſle ſo termed, - Row 6.19, and Rom.1-24,25,26,27,28 
Dothinotthe Apoſtie reduce all iniquity to the filthineſle of the 
fleſh and of the ſpirit, and expreſly commands us to clenfe our 
{elves from the lame, 2 Corinth. 7.1, 2. Having therefore thele 
promiſes, let-us clenſe our ſelves from allfilchineſle of the fleſh 
and of the ſpirit , perfecting our holineſle in the fear of God. 
And if nothing be unclean in it felfe , or in Gods ſight, why 
is it ſaid, Epheſ. 5.5. For this yee kyow, that no whoremonger, nor un- 
clean perſon, nor coverous perſea, who us an 1dolater hath any inveritance 
is the Kingdome of God, and of Chriſt? Or why doth the Angel or 
Chriſt himſelf bid ſuch as yee are, be unclean at their own perill. 
Revel. 22-11. Hethat is unjuſt, let him be unjuſt ſtill, he that is filthy, 
let him be filthy till, bus he that is righteous, let him be righteous ſtill, 
and he thas is holy, let hims be hoty ſtill, if there were no perill or dan- 

ger therein ? 
Another <cripture which in the ſeventeenth place you turn a- 
gainſt all the reſt of the Scriptnres, is chat place which is written, 
1 ( 07. 1.28. And baſe things of the wo 1d, and things which are deſpiſed 
L ithGod ch ſen,yea,>things that are nt to bring to nought the things that 
are, which you would bave men to read with your gloſle or fpeRta- 
cles thus. 'I hat God hath choſen all manner of lewdneſle, unclean- 
nefſe, and villany to confound all ſobriety, chaſtiry honeſty, -holi- 
neſe and vertue. But it you had affirmed the contrary, you had 
ſpoken the cruth. For Rom. 1 2.21 we are commanded not to be 0- 
vercome of evill, but to overcome the evill with the good. If God 
ſhould chuſe the evi! , and nill che good, he ſhould walk contrary 
19 his whole revealed will, yea, he were contrary to himſelf, he 
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ſhould overthrow his own Kingdome, and ſet up Satans, yea he 
ſhould be all one with the Devill, as ſome of your blaſphemous 
crew have not bluſhed to ſpeak, nor trembled to write. But thoſe 
fooliſh deſpiſed and baſe things, which God hath choſen to con- 
found the things that are, are clearly ſhewed to be Chriſt the wiſe- 
dome and power of God with his Goſpel-work, and Kingdome, 
all which were fooliſhneſle to the les, as they are ſti]| reputed 
with the men of the world,and a ſtumbljng block ro the Jews. Theie 
hath God choſen to confound the wiſdpme, riches and righteoul- 
neſle of fleſh, x (7.1.26, 27,28. 
Your eighteenth text of 1 Cor. 12-1þ, where it is ſaid, 7 hat it is 
the ſame God, which workcth all 7 hereby you would evince, 
that God is the worker of all evill inus, is fearfully perverted, and 
therein you deal with us in this, as the devill did with Chriſt, who 
ftole a ſingle ſentence or piece ofa ſentence from the reſt, ro make 
it ſerve his own turn. For in this Verſe, as alſo in the two former, 
the Apoſtle ſpeaks of holy and ſpirituall gifts, and of theſe we ac- 
knowledg God to be the Authour, yea the ſole worker. Then verſe 
4. Now there are diverſities of gifts, but the ſame ſpirit, and the#e are 
differences of adminiſtrations, but the ſame Lord,and there are diverſities 
of operations, but it 1s the ſame God that worketh all in all. 
Your nineteenth abuſed text is taken out of the ſame Epiſtle of 

1 Cor. 15.26. where it is ſaid. 7 hat God may be all in all, whence yee 
inferre that God is all in all, to which it is anſwered : Firſt, that 
it ſhould be ſo of right, in and with the Sons of men, whom he 
hath created to be his houſe, his ſeat and throne. Second]y, that it 
ſhall be ſo in time of the true Saints, when Chriſt hath delivered 
up the Kingdome, that.is the heart of the faithfull and obedicnt 
believers into the hand of God the Father, and hath put down in 
him, all rule, and authority; and power of che ſin? verſe 24. Fer {o 
long Chriſt muſt reign , untill all his enemies, in ſach velicvers Le mad: 
bis footſtool Verſe 25. And the laſt if theſe that ſhall be arſtroycdl is death. 
But God is not all in all in the evill doers, it is the Levil! that 
is all inall, and worketh all in all m them, for they are his proper 
ſhop and workhouſe Epheſ. 2. Wherein in times paſt yee wa'ked 
according to the courſe of this world after the Prince of the pow- 
er of the Air, the ſpirit that now worketh in the children' of diſ- 
obedience. 
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Another Scripture which in the Twentieth place you ſtraine and - 
abuſe to your own wicked ſenſe and ends, is that of, 7itws 1.15. 
Where it is ſaid, to the pure all things are pure. Whence you would 
poſſeſſe us with this errour, from the unclean ſpirit that poſſefſerh 
your ſelves, that all manner of ſinfull and unclean acts, fer forth for 
ſuch in the holy Word of truth, are both in themſelves pure, and 
altogether ſuch to them who arepure. But it 1s certaine, that the 
Apoſtle fpeakes there of meats and drinkes, as he did before, Row. 
14-14. Which theJews not yet fully enlightened, did hold to be un- 
lawfull and unclean unto all men, and by their commandements 
did accordingly forbid them, Verſe 14-here in this Chapter to Ti- 
ts, ſo then the Apoitle ſpeaks not of the works of impiety and un- 
codlineſſe, which are always and unto all men unclean, and ſo 
much the impurer unto men, as they themſelves are purified in 
their hearts. But I would have you read out the: whole verſe in 
chat text,and conſider how it confounds all your gloſſe and praci- 
ſes. Unto the pare all things are pure, but unto them that are defied and 
unbelieving nothing ts pure, but even their minde and conſcience 1s defi- 
hs - 
Inthe one and twentieth place, you bring the example of the 
Angel ſtanding upon the Sea and the Earth, and fwearing by him 
that liveth for ever, Revel. 10.6,7,8. to juſtifie your abominable 
oaths, and not more cuſtomary then curſed kind of ſwearing. Bur 
he that there ſweareth is the great Angel of the Covengnt, the Son 
of God, and what he confirmeth by Oath, is both true and of 
oreat importance. And will yee make your ſelves equall unto him, 
and ſwear contrary to his exprefſle Comandements, Mar. 5.3 2,34, 
25- fames 5-12. yea and confirm abominable falſhoods by theſe 
oaths ? I ſay nothing of your wreſting that place, Hoſea 2.8,9. For 
ſhe did not know that 1 gave her corn and wine, and oil, and wultiplyed 
her ſilver and gold which they prepared for Baal. T herefore will 1return, 
ard take away my corn in the time thereof, and my Winew the ſeaſon 
thereof, and will recover my wool and my flax given to cover ber naked- 
neſſe.For it is poſſible men may fin in accounting theſe things theirs 
roo peculiarly, which are Gods originally, and theirs onely by 
truſt, as his diſpenſators and ſtewards of them. Yea, it is too ma- 
nifeſt, that the greateſt part of men are falſe ſtewards, detaining 
that from others in their neceſſity, which isin ſome ſort due unto 
them, 
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them by the Lords own proviſion and command. Prov. 1.e7,28. 

Purſince the moſt corrupt book called the Sing/e Eye , makes 
wicked quzries here, give me leave to ask you a few queſtions, in 
relation to what you write, and let theſe Ecriptures be judge be- ' 
eween us, which yeecall the letter, the hiſtory, and our Bible, as 
if yee had another. For if yee do not think that all is true which is 
contained inthe Scripture, why do you cite fo many teſtimonies 
from thence, to juſtifie your ſelves and courſes, though yee per- 
vert them moſt wickedly to, your impious ends? Howbeit we are 
ſure that all which have read or heard that word ſhall be judged 
thereby, Re. 2-12. Fob# 12.48. which quaries ſhall be ſuch, as 
ſtand with piety, ſobriety and truth, and I hope ſuch as if yee re- 
ſolve them, will make yee reſolve on better things. 

Firſt, whether thoſe rogues and beggers for whom your Pro- 
phet Copp ſo much pleadeth (who are able to work bur will not) 
ſhould be maintained in their idle courſes 2 For Saint Pal faith, 
2 T heſſ. 3-10. For even when we were With you, this we commanded you. 
that if any man wonld not work_,neither ſhould he tat. 

Secondly, whether the ſaid Copp was not carried with a fana- 
tick and deluſive ſpirit, when he fell down at the feet of fuck 
rogues and beggers to worſhip them, ſeeing the Angell doth twice 
reprove ch» inthe Apocalyple for offering the ſame unto him an 
holy Angell, and the meſſenger of Chriſt. Revelar. 15.10. and 
Chap. 22.8.9 

Thirdly, whether his hugging of Gypfies came not from the- 
fame ſpiric, ſince they beſides their idle cheating courſes, condem- 
ned by our nationall laws, as unlawfull, are many of them defilers 
of the fleſh, cut-purſes, thieves, &c. and do deform the beaury, 
which God hath given them by dif-figuring their faces warte then 


the Phariſes did. Mar.6.16. that they may be thought to be true © x y- 


ptians, who yet were to be ſhut ont of the congregation of Ged fir 4 :77e. 

Dext. 23.7+8. | 
Fourthly, whether that ſtrong impulſion which he had, (and g#- 
which he ſo much gloryeth) to give all the money that he }:ad jn 
his purſe to a begger, even to the defrauding and neglect of his fz- 
mily, might not come from the Devill, the ſpirituall Pharoa/, who 
like his repreſentative that tyranicall Phareah ſpoken of, Exd.1.5, 
2.4,5,6,7,8,9,10,11,12,12,14, Chapters impoſeth upon meninſup- 
2 portable, 
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portable, taxes and burthens, his very name ſignifying to make 
bare or naked, as the learned ſay? For the Apoſtle gives us this rule 
concerning giving of almes, eyen to the poor Saints, of which 
number few beggers are, 2 Cor-$-1 3,14: For 1 mean nit that other 
men be eaſed and yee burthene4, but by an equality, that now at th:s time 
your abundance may be a ſupply ſer tbeir want ; that ther abundance 
al/o may be a ſupply for your \vant, that there may be equality, &c. it 
bad then been tufficient to have-given the begger, though a <ainr, 
halfhe had, or what he had to ſpare. May not the devil who tran(- 
forms himſelf into an Angel of light, 2 Corinth. 11.14- ſtirre up ro 
bounty ? 

Fiftly, whether 7enahs preaching againſt Niiveh, was with ſuch 
frantick geſtures, as cocking his Beaver, and ſtaring upon the No- 
biliry and Gentry as he faith, he did,and ſuch mad owr-cries, ridicu- 
lous exclamations, as the ſaid Coppe ſets forth, that he uſed for 1 2 
or 13 dayes together, in denouncing Gods judgments againſt Lyn- 
don? And whether the things which he chreatned have come to 
paſſe, or ſhall come to paſle in the manner which he foretold, and 
within the time by him prefixed : For that is given by the Lord 
himſelf, as one true token to know the Prophets by, Der. 18.20, 
21. But the Prophet that ſhall preſume to ſpeak a word in my name, 
which I have not commanaed him to ſpeak, or that ſhall ſpeak, in the name 
of ather gods, even that Prophet ſhall dye. eAnd if thou ſay in thine 
heart, how ſhall we know the word which the Lord hath nat ſpoken ? when 
FI Prophet ſpeaketh in the name of the Lord, if the] thing follow not, nor 
come to paſſe, that us, the thing which the Lora hath not ſpoken, but the 
Prophet hath ſpoken it preſumpruouſly. ; 

Sixtly, whether bare outward forms, ſuch as you account your 
ſelves to be, without ſubſtance can a&t, move or live, ſince the A-. 
poſtle excludes power from all ſuch liveleſſe forms and pictures, 
(as he juſtly might, and experience it ſelf ſeconds him in it) 2 Tim. 
:.5- Having a form of godlineſſe, but denying the power thereof. 
Jo pictures and portraitures, eat, drink, grow, a, run, &c. 

© Seventhly, whether yee Ranters are not like ſo many ſpiders,wct 
ſuck nothing but poiſon out of the holy Scripcures, as your abu- 
ſing of all the places aforeſaid, with many others doth evidence? 
And whether all that yee ſpin out of them firſt corrupted in your | 
own bowels, be not the ſpiders web,C& the cockatrices eggs, 1/.59.5.

Eighthly, whether all ſinand unrighteouſnes be not a reall evill, 
though privative, and nota bare imagination in men, as yee moſt 
pernicioully teach and affirm? Since itis contrary to Gods nature, 
and expreſly forbidden in his Word, and ſeverely both threatned, 
and accordingly puniſhed by the teſtimony of all kumane and di- 
vine hiſtories, and hath a witneſſe in mans own boſome, placec 
there by creation on Gods behalf,co witnefſe againſt the evil there- 
ot.R.m. 1.32. and 2.1415 ? 

Ninthly, whether if fin be onely an imagenarie thing, as yee 
wake ir, God is or can be the Authour of it, or the ſole worker in 
it; as you blaſphemoully maintain? Since it is certain that Jehovah 
the firſt and onely true being, producerh nothing, but what hath 
a being, and true poſitive reality in it. Revel 4 14. Thou art worthy , 
O Lord, to receive Honour, and Glory, and Power: [< thox haſt created 
all things, and for thy pleaſure they are and were created. Heb. 1 1.3. 
Through faith we underſtand that the worlds were framed b 'y the word of 
God, ſo that things which areſces, were not mage of things which do ap- 


Tenthly, whether God can produce works abſolutely contrary 
to each other in things meerly ſpirituall, as vertue and vice, things 
morally good and morally evill? Since Saint fames,fairhChap. 3.11. 
Deth a fountain ſend forth at the (ame place ſweet water andbitter ? 

Eleventhly, Doth the Sun cauſe both darkneſle and light by his 
preſence, that you make God and his Chriſt,who is the light of the 
world, to be the onely workers of darkneſle and all iniquity, aſwell 
as of all light and righteoutneſle. See 1 fo.1. 3,4, 5. 

Twelvethly, If God ſhould now approve of, and love all wars - 
and workes of darkenefle, in the ſons and daughters of men, which 
heretofore he hath forbidden, been offended at and ſeverely pu- 
niſhed even in a whole world or men at once, were he not now be- 
come a God that is mutable, and not immutable contrary to the 
Scriptures? fames 1.17. T he Father of lights with whom 1s no varia- 
blenefſe nor ſhadov of trrnins, Malachy 36. 

Thirteenthly, Doth not the Scripture every where ſet forth, two 
contrary workers in men; as God and the Devill, 7ames 4. 7, $. 
Srbmit your ſelves therefore to God, rejiſt the Devill, and he will flee from 
you : Are not the Father of Chriſt working in him and his, and the 


'Devill working in the wicked, two contrary workers, fb. $. 38. 
&c, 


(:0) 
&c. I ſpeaks that which I have ſeen with my Father, and you doe that 
which you have ſeen with yorr Father. And verſ. 44. Tou are of your 
Father the Devill, and the luſts of your Father you will doe. Are not 
Chriſt and Belial two , and they both extreamly oppoſir, 2 (or. 6. 
5- And what concord hath Chriſt with Beliall ? Are not God and Mam- 
mox two Maſters , which cannot poſlibly be both entirely ſerved 
by us at once, Matth. 6. 24. Finally, are not the fleſh, (Which is from 
tie Devill) a» the ſpirit two contrary workgrs, Gal. 5-17. For the fleſh

that he might deſtroy the workes of the Devill. Whoſorver ts borne of God 
doth not commit ſin : for his ſeed remaineth in him, and he cannit ſin be- 
cauſe he ts borne of God. In thisthe children of God are manifeſt, 
and the children of the Devill : whoſoever doth not righteouſneſle 
is not of God, neither he that loveth not his brother. See, Roy. 2.

Fifteenchly, Doth not AL/es, and the other Prophets and Meſ- 
ſengers ſent of God, every where hold forth life and death, bleſ- 
ſing and curſing accordingly, as men ſhall behave themſelves in 0- 
bedience to God, and reſiſtance to the Devill, or on the contrary, 
Dent.

Ninteenthly, Are not you of the number, yea in the forefront of 
thoſe of whom the Apoſtles Paw!, P. ter po, 7 de foretold thus, 2 
Tem. 3.6, 7. For of this ſort are they which creep into lhomſer, and lead 
captive ſilly women laden with ſins, lead away with drvers laftes, &c. 2 
Tet.2 1, &C, But therewere falſe. Prophets among the people, even as 
their (hall be falſe teachers among you, who privily ſhall bring tm damna- 
ble hereſies, even denying the Lord that bought them, and bring upon 
them{clves ſwift deſtruftion, and many ſhall follow their pernitious waye-. 
And verl. 12,7 3, 14 But theſe asnaturall brute beaſts made tobe taken 
anddeſtroyed , ſpeake evill of the things they nnderſt and not, and ſhall

4+ For there are 
certame muncyept mmnawares, whowgre before of ol4 ordained tothis 
condemnation wgedly men, turning the grace of our God imo laſcrviouſ- 
nefſe and denying the only Lord God and owr Lord Jeſus Chriſt. See the 
reſt of this Epiftle. 

In the next place, Whether the child of perdition of whom the 
Apoſtle ſpeakes, 2 Theff. 3.4, 5, 6. &c. Be not borne in you or 
your Ring-leaders and that in perfettion? We may verily believe 
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your Prophet Copp in this that the day of the Lord is athand, 
becauſe the ſignes of the ſame ſpoken of in this place by the A- 
poſtle, are evidently found in him and his followers, the Authoup 
of the books, called The ſingle eye, and the 7uſtification of the 
mad crew, the laſt of which you pray me to ſend yon.

And the Dragon gave 
hrm his pow.r and his (e 1 (to Wit,in ſuch as you are) and great anu- 
thorin:, nd T ſw, faith John, ore of his heads, (to wit, that which 
was once for a time repreſſed in many of you, though it ſince 
rages and reigns, even fornication , or uncleanneſle) was as # were
